The  Phi  Sci  Society  of  the  Junior  College  of  Broward  County 
was  established  in  September  of  1962  by  a  vote  of  the  Junior 
College  Chemical  Society.  The  name  was  changed  to  allow  for 
the  expansion  of  interest  in  the  physical  sciences. 

This  interest  club  is  open  to  all  students  who  wish  to  pursue 
extracurricidar  activities  in  the  physical  science  fields  of  Chem- 
istry, Physics,  and  Geology.  The  Junior  College  laboratory  fa- 
cilities are  available  on  the  first  and  third  Friday  mornings  of 
every  month  for  experimentation  in  the  physical  sciences.  The 
aim  of  this  experimentation  is  to  arouse  the  interest  of  the  tech- 
nically minded  student  to  the  further  pursuit  of  scientific 
knowledge  and  training. 
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Jn^  f "i^rSJ^^  Division  of  the  Junior  College  of  Broward  County  opened  in  the 
tall  ot  1960  with  the  opening  of  the  College.  It  opened  with  a  schedule  of  16 
classes  and  an  enrollment  of  204  students.  By  the  fall  semester  of  1962  the 
curriculum  had  expanded  to  73  classes  with  a  student  enrollment  of  949  Of 
these,  721  were  students  taking  evening  classes  only,  and  228  taking  day  and 
evening  classes.  ^       ^  . 

The  Evening  Division  Program  is  an  integral  part  of  the  regular  college,  differ- 
\".?  ^°n  ^"^/egular  college  program  only  in  terms  of  time  of  scheduling  classes. 
All  College  facilities  available  to  day-time  students  are  available  for  evening 
students.  ^ 

Generall,  courses  are  offered  in  the  evening  which  make  it  possible  for  a  stu- 
dent to  meet  the  requirements  of  any  of  the  programs  which  the  college  offers 
However,  students  who  do  not  wish  to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  a  specific 
program  may  enroll  for  evening  classes.  Certain  college  level  credit  and  non- 
credit  courses  are  offered  which  are  specifically  designed  to  meet  the  cultural 
professional  or  semi-professional  interests  of  students  who  wish  to  increase 
their  know  edge  and  proficiencies  in  particular  areas.  Thus,  a  large  number  of 
students  who  have  enrolled  in  the  evening  have  been  those  working  toward  a 
college  degree  However,  many  students,  including  a  number  from  the  profes- 
sions, have  taken  courses  merely  as  a  matter  of  intellectual  stimulation  and 
cultural  enrichment  or  as  an  aid  to  assist  them  on  the  job  in  business,  industrv 
or  the  professions.
